During the past week applications have b^en pouring in to the 
office of the" Registrar from girls desiring to enter St. Joe next 
September. One interesting fact noted from the trend of these 
applications is that, a good majority of the girls wlio are apply- 
ing are transfer students with credits already earned at other 
colleges. Applications for freshman year are at a minimum. 

Out of approximately 7.50 ap- 
plications already received, some 
175 have been for the freshman 
year and 575 have been for the 
other three years. Announced plans 
for next year show that 150 fresh- 
men gh'ls will be admitted, 125 
sophomores, 75 juniors and only 
50 seniors. 

Since the new arrangement was 
only announced to the midwestern 
states in the past week, most of 
the girls desiring admission have 
been from nearby colleges. 

Sending the largest number' of 
applications to St. Joe was Xavier,., 
college of Chicago. A total of 109 
girls applied from this school con- 
sisting of 49 for senior year, 41 
for junior year and 19 for their 
sophomore year. 

Next in the number of applica- 
tions was the college of St. Fran- 
cis, at Joliet, 111. From this school

7R applied, consisting of 32 seniors, 
15 juniors and 31 sophomores. Fol- 
lowing St. Francis of Joliet closely 
•was St. Francis college of Fort 
Wayne, Ind. At last count 72 had 
applied from the school — 15 sen- 
iors, 29 juniors and 28 sophomores. 

Some of the other schools com- 
prising the remaining 223 transfer 
applications were Mount St. Jo- 
seph-on-the-Ohio, Alverno, Cardi- 
nal Stritch, Mount Mary, Our Lady 
qf Cincinnati, Nazareth," Mercy, 
Marian, Aquinas college, Munde- 
lein, St. Mary’s of Notre Dame and 
St. Mary-of-the-Woods. 

Larger colleges also hap girls 
applying at St. Joe. A few of these 
were Illinois, Loyola, Indiana, De 
Paul, Marquette, Detroit and Mi- 
ami of Ohio. 

Of the 175 high school seniors 
a pply ing f or their fresh man year 
at St. Joe, a surprisingly large 
number of 58 came from schools in 
Ohio, with 23 girls from Regina 
high school of Cincinnati applying. 

Applications for admission to the 
college will be open until June 10,

Begin Building 
2 New Halls 
To Hold Coeds 

Construction of two new resi- 
dence halls to accomodate 240 of 
the 400 coeds entering St. Joseph’s 
next fall will begin in approxi- 
mately one week. The building pro- 
gram-will — be greatly acc e l e rated j 
to make the halls ready for occu- 
pancy by September. 

Closely resembling the two new- 
est men’s residence halls, Galla- 
gher and Halas, the proposed 
buildings will be located on the 
western portion of the campus be- 
tween" NolDand-Bennettr-hails^This 
space was originally set off for 
construction of a Union building 
but these plans were quickly 
changed when the administration 
voted to make St. Joseph’s a coed 
college. 

Building plans have been drawn 
by the same firm which drew 
up the plans for the men’s halls 
wi th the only significant change 
being made in the heating unit 
which will be electric. 

Housing approximately 120 girls 
apiece, the two structures will be 
built of red brick with a full- 
width window in every room. Wo- 
men’s powder rooms will be - situ- 
ated at the center of each floor 
in much the same location as the 1 
men’s shower rooms in Gallagher 
Halas halls. 

Each room will house two stu- 
dents, as do most campus rooms, 
with the only difference being that 
these rooms will contain two twin 
beds instead of the familiar bunk 
beds in the men’s halls, 

Maid service for the girls’ rooms 
will be provided if desired, but 
such service will require an in- 
crease in board costs for the in- 
dividual so desiring. 

At obe end of each of the three 
floors of the structures will be an 
exercise joom fully equipped with 
paddle bicycles, rowing machines 
and other types of reducing ma- 
terial. Floors in these rooms will 
be covered with two-inch pads to 
eliminate injuries. 

Names for the new halls have 
not yet been determined but they 
will be dedicated to women who 
have beep outstanding in affecting 
the college’s decision to admit 
coeds on campus. 

Those girls attending St. Jo- 
seph’s who are riot provided rooms 
in t he t wo halls will be accomo- 
dated in Rensselaer with bus ser- 
vice to and from campus, un less 
the former nun’s home can tie pro- 
vided for some of them.

gin. Girls will be chosen mainly 
according to their character, as- 
suming that all who apply will be 
in good academic standing a t their 
respective schools. Credits will be 
accepted as far as possible from j 
any accredited school. 


Due to the new additions in the 
student body, the office of the Reg- 
istrar has announced the following 
course changes which will go into 
effect in the coming fall semester. 

First of all, an entirely new de- 
partment will be inaugerated un- 
der the title of home economics. 
It was announced that Miss Skin- 
ner, M.S., will head this new de- 
partment. When asked what cours- 
es will be taught under her depart- 
ment, Miss Skinner indicated that 
such courses as textiles, food for 
homemakers, principles and tech- 
niques of food preparation, exper- 
imental c ook ery . and w eav ing are 
planned so far. 

Plans have also been made to 
extend the department of business 
administration. Courses leading to 
a certificate in secretarial science 
will be introduced under this de- 
partment'. Some of the additional 
coursesto — be— offered — arer— type- 
writing, both beginning and ad- 
vanced, shorthand, dictation and 
transcription, and organization of 
business. 

At the same time as the above 
announcements were made, it was 
also made public that one of the 
chemistry labs on the third floor 
of the Science building is sched- 
uled to be converted into a kitchen 
for the use of the home economics 
department. The remodeling will 
begin on or before June 10 of this 
year and the job should be com- 
pleted by August 15. 

Other changes ' will be made be- 
fore- registratioiL^beguis — f or — the. 
fall semester, but the various de- 
partments have not yet announced 
what the changes will be because 
they aren’t certain yet. 

Also, this expansion of St. Jo- 
seph’s will mean several new pro- 
fessors will have to be taken on 
the faculty next year. No final de- 
cision has been made as to the 
number of new teachers to be 
hired. 
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400 Coeds To Brighten 
SJ Campus In September

“St. Joseph’s — A Small College for Men and Women,” the 
college catalogue for the fall semester will read. 

With the September enrollment of 400 women students, St. 
Joe, a men’s college since 1889, (will go coeducational. Final ap- 
proval for the admission of women students and the establish- 
ment of a coed system was given in a final act of the outgoing 
College Board of Control at a spe- 


cial meeting on Saturday, March 
28. 

The announcement of the col- 
lege’s decision by the president on 
Easter Sunday ended almost six 
years of debate and research re- 

garding the possibility of making 
St. Joe coed. As early as 1954, the 
plan was put forward for consid- 
eration, but was turned down at 
that time and shelved. 

In January of this year, the 
Board of Control reopened debate 
on the subject. Enoughfavorable 
proposals and suggestions were ad- 
vanced to start “Operation Coed” 
rolling again in a favorable direc- 
tion. 

The Board of Control held its 
special meeting three days before 
the Society of the Precious Blood’s 
Electorial Chapter at St. Joseph’s. 
On this date— Tuesday, March 31 
— the Society’s American Province 
was to elect a new Provincial and 
four other new members to its 
seven man Board. (This issue of 
Stuff went to press on Monday and 
is unable to report the results of 
the elections.) 

A month before the final vote 


ing to transfer from their present 
colleges.

Changes in the athletic and physical edu- 
cation departments will become necessary 
due to the latest announcements by the 
school. In the past all programs, both aca- 
demic and intramural, were fashioned to 
suit only male students. — 

Mosti courses in physical education in the 
past were divided into both lecture periods 
and lab periods. With girls on campus de- 
siring some of these courses, it will become 
necessary to hold two separate lab periods, 
one for men and one for women. Reasons 
for this change are self-evident. However, 
lecture periods will be taken together. 

In the intramural program a complete 
revamping will be necessary. Beginning next 
September, it will be divided into three pro- 
grams, strictly male, strictly female, and 
mixed. The segregated programs will be 
comprised of sports suitable to the individ- 
ual sexes, while the mixed program will con- 
sist of snorts such as table tennis "and base- 
ball in which both may participate at once 
if so desired. All in all, the programs have 
been designed with the intention of filling 
the students’ needs.

The Office of the President announced 
that th°re will be four new administrative 
posts created in con iunction&witb the admis- 
sion of women boarding students.

AccordingTo the new plans, a Dean of 
Women will be appointed to govern the ac- 
tivities of the female students.

The newly created department of home ec- 
onomics will be headed by ’Miss Helen Skin- 
ner. This department will be of major im- 
portance since it is the only completely new 
department in the college.
